WASHINGTON*, May 26.—Soon after 


the senate convened today Mr. Gallin- 
ger (N. H.) offered a resolution provid- 
ing that the judiciary committee of the 
senate should 
make an investigation 


into 
the subject of lynchings in the 


United States with a view of ascertain 
ing whether there is nny remedy for 
them. 


Mr. GalUngcr said he Introduced the 


resolution in full view .of the fact that 
he might be charged with precipitating a 
sectional controversy, but nothing 'was 
further from his thoughts. 
. 


He said lynchings were not 
confined 


to the solltii. Horrible cases had oc- 
curred in tl'.P north and white men as 
well as black had been the victims. 
Throughout the country intense interest 
WHS 
manifested 
in 
the subject. 
He 


thought it imperative that the judiciary 
committee should tnke some action 
upon the subject. During the past ten 
years 2,058 lynchings had occurred 
in 


the United States. Of these 121 hart oc- 
curred in the south and 14 in the north, 
•the remainder in other parts of the 
country. Tf the strong arm of the law 
could reach out to prevent such occur- 
rences he deemed it desirable that it do 
eo. 


He had read the Associated 'Press 


account of the burning or a negro in 
Texas a few days ago. He said history 
did not furnish a more fiemliih instance 
erf mob wrath and Fox's book of mar- 
tyrs was tame in comparison, 
'The v.'holn wretched business, he said, 
as a disgrace to American manhood and 
in the ifght of which the alleged atroci- 
ties in the Philippines paled into insig- 
nificance. He approbended that it would 
be said Umt the federal government was 
powerless and that the states hud exclu- 
sive jurisdiction. 
If so the American 


people desired to know it. Public senti- 
ment should be aroused to prevent such 
inhuman atrocities. 


Mr. Culberson, (Tex.) presented and 


had read an account of a lynching in 
Kansas, saying that he wanted it shown 
that the crime of lynching .was confined 
to no state or section. He said he hop- 
ed the, New Hampshire senator would 
not single out his state when he wanted 
to bring such cases before the senate. 
After remarks by Mr. Hoar upon the con- 
stitutional feature of the case the reso 
lutiou went over. 


The Philippines bill was then taken up 


and Mr. Patterson (Col.) made a speech 
in opposition to it. 


Mr. Patterson read some extracts from 


editorials in the Denver News since the 
time referred to, dclariug that the most 
"sublimely grand and 
national ' de<u," 


which the United States could i-erform 
would be to extend independence to' the 
Pbilipinos. He urged that Mr. Foraker 
had not "been candid" iu hit quotations 
from the Denver Nowi. Mr. Foraker re- 
scr.tcd the imputation of a lack of fair- 
ness. 
, 


Mr. Foraker said he had presented only 


anch editorials from Democratic papers 
as had dealt ably and interestingly with 
the question and, of course, he hud no 
intention of reflecting upon the senator 
from Colorado. 


Mr. Patterson declared that additional 


light hud been thrown upon the subject 
and editorials had appeared in his paper 
which presents u different phase of the 
mailer. These had not been read. In 
justice he read them himself, declaring 
that they were a reflex of the "censored 
telegraphic dispatches" from the Philip- 
pines.

enclosure, looked the animal straight in 
the eye. For a moment the beast was 
surprised and backed away and Peter- 
scu yelled back, "I have got him down 
fine.'-' 


He was mistaken, for a. moment later 


the animal charged and Mr. Petersen 
did some tall dodging to get out of the 
way and started for the fence. The bull 
wai, too quick for him and catching him 
raised him from the ground and the man 
struck on a rail or board fence a.nd 
rolled ou the opposite side to the bull, 
which no doubt saved his life, for the 
animal bellowed nnd was crazy to gore 
the man. 


He was picked up and his ribs were 


found to be fractured, body bruised and 
face cut. 
Proper care was given him 


and he was taken to Milwaukee and will 
come out all right. 
He said that he 


would have accomplished the feat had 
he not yelled to his companions. Wlier 
ho did that the spe-11 was broken and 
the. bull 
went- after 
him.

clnimcd that he had easily hypnotized 
nuuiy animals butthis'was his first at- 
tempt at a bull and the last.

WASHINGTON. May 26.—It is evi- 


dent from tlie preparations so far made 
that the funeral of the hue Lord Paunce- 
fote will be conducted with great dignity 
and will be made a memorable occa- 
sion. All of the available military and 
naval forces in Washington and vicin- 
ity will Uke part in the procession 
The scrrviccs at St. John's church wil' 
he conducted by Coadjutor Bishop Mac 
Kay-Smith, though Bishop Satterlee wil 
attend. Owing to the small size of the 
church it wilfne necessary to rcstric 
the admissions, which 
will be by cart 


alone. 
Ollicially the attendance will be 


confined to the president, and his cabi 
net, the diplomatic 'body, the suprcmt 
court, the members of the senate com 
mittcc on foreign affairs. Gen. Miles ajid 
tho bureau chiefs of th» state 
depart 


ment and the assistant secretary of 
other departments. 


It. is pretty well nettled that the re 


n-.ains of the late Lord Pauncefote wil 
be carried to England on -an America 
warship nnd cither the Olympia, flag 
ship of tho North Atlantic squadron ant 
Dewey's flagship at 
Manila, or th 


Brooklyn, Addmiral Schley's flagship a 
Santiago Bay, which is just returnui 
from Cuba, will be selected for

duty.

Pauncefote family, but it is certain tha 
the c-asket cannot be landed on Englis 
soil before the conclusion of the corona 
tion ceremonies.

Major Waller and Lieut Day 


Subject for Censure, 


MANILA, May. 26.—The official find- 


ngs of the court-martial . which tried- 
Major J. L. Waller arid Lieutenant John 
A. Day. O'f the marine corps -for execut- 
ng natives of the island of Samar with- 
out trial have been made public. The 
^ 


reviewing authority 
of the court 
has 


expressed its disapproval of the court's 
findings in both cases. 


Referring to the case of Major Wal- 


ier, the reviewing authority, Major'A. 
X. Chaffee, commander-in-chief 
of 
the 


American forces in the Philippines, says: 


The sending of the natives in question 


;o their death partook more pi.-unlaw-: 
'ul retaliation than a justifiable act of 
VIST. In justice 
to the -American' rail; 


tary service the findings ' of'acquittal 
dema-nd that they shall not meet with 
unqualified approval. 


•The marines in Samar underwent' 


great suffering before their rescue, and 
'heir officers, 
from 
their 
sick 
beds, 


voiced the revengerful anger of the men, 
who telephoned to Major Waller 
ad- 


vising that the stevedores 
be -killed. 


Major Waller receive* this message 
while he was sick, prostrate from 
a 


fever, suffering acute pain of body due 
to. exposure and his exertions-in behalf 
of hia.meh, and mental anguish concern- 
ing their fate, which had long been' In 
doubt. 
'" "•"" 


"Major Waller was at the time-in tel- 


ephonic communication with General 
Smith, who commanded the 'American 
forces in Sarnar,. but lie1 deliberately' 
chose not to consult General Smith : re- 
garding his contemplated action, arid1,' 
-athcr. than forego the execution of his 
•unrestrained will he assmued the power 
the laws of war and customs of the serv- 
ice confer upon commanding officers only 
in time of war. 


"Giving heed to the mental attitude of 


Major Waller, as much of the findings of 
tho court as are to the effect that Major 
Waller is not guilty of murder arc 
proved. But the reviewing authority is 
at a loss to understand why the court 
did not find against Major Waller in the 
minor 
offente. .With the exception 


noted the acqnittal, as it appears in the 
record 
of tH.e proceedings, is disap- 


proved. 


Referring to the case of Lieutenant 


Day, the reviewing authority saye: 


'•The accused knew that for three 


weeks Major Waller 
had undergone .a. 


test of his mental and physical endur- 
ance such us few men are called upon to 
suffer. 


"While fully conceding the grave re- 


sponsibility assumed by a subordinate 
officer in wilfully disobeying an order of 
his 
commanding 
officer, still, 
the 


weighty 
reasons related, with 
which 


Lieutenant 
Day 
was acquainted, eo 


tainted Major Waller's order that Lieu- 
tenant Day should have been prompted 
to positive disobedience. 
An 
officer 


must 'be conscientiously regardful of the 
unquestioned legality ot his agency 
in 


taking 
the 
lives of his fellowmen. 


Above ar.d beyond all personal consid- 
erations officers must guard the name 
and honor ,of the country. Had Lieu- 
tenant Day been actuated by such con- 
siderations he would probably have pre- 
vented one of the most regrettable inci- 
dents in the annals of the military serv- 
ice of the United States."

5,000 ARE OUT ON STRIKE. 


Tke Building Tr»de> Walkout 1m Bearer 


Caniei Totnl Stopp'f e of Work. 


DENVER, Colo., May 26.—Five thou- 


sand .union men employed in the build- 
ing trades went on strike today, causing 
practically a total stoppage of building 
operations in this city. The strike was 
inaugurated by order 
of the Building 


Trades council for the purpose of aiding 
the wood workers in 'their efforts to se- 
cure an eight hour day. The -wood work- 
ers have been on strike for the past two 
weeks. Their demand for an eight-hour 
day was granted at. the smaller mills, 
ibut the owners of the large mills insist 
upon nine hours' work a day. 
^

A TORNADO- OF GAS. 


NEW YORK, May 26.- 
E. 0. Hovey, 


assistant curator of the-American mus-_ 
eum' of natural history, who wenV to 
Martinique on the cruiser Dixie to ex- 
amine the volcanic phenomena, reports 
the Herald from Castries, St. Lucia: 
' "St. Pierre can only be1 compared with 
Pompeii. 
The devastation and desola- 


tion arc even worse. • . 


"It is evident that a tornado of suffo- 


cating gas 'wrecked the buildings, ns- 
phyxiating the people, fire then complet- 
ing the ruin. This accords 
with the 


statement which has been made that as- 
phyxiation of the inhabitants preceded 
the burning of the city, the gas being 
ignited by lightning or the fires in the 
city. The' same tornado drove the eliips 
in the roadstead to the bottom of the 
sea, or burned them before they could 
escape. This comes the nearest to being 
a sheet of flama than anything hereto- 
fore reported from any volcano.

Tho down pour vas appalling in its 


volume and tropical in its violence. All 
running itreamo were out of their banks 
within thirty minutes. Streets became 
impassible and walking was nearly im- 
possible, ' owing to the gale 
of wind 


which accompanied the storms. The sit- 
uation for three hours was one of great 
peril to every ons, but so far as Mr. 
Gregg learned, only two lives were lost. 
A mother, aroused by the encroachment 
of the waters tinto the house, leaped 
from her bed in the dark with her child 
in her arms, and apparently went out 
doors. The child screamed a»d managed 
to free itself from its mother's arms and 
fell into the water. 
In the darkness 


the mother was unable to locate the lit- 
tle one, who was drowned. A large egg 
warehouse was swept away and an old 
man droned.

Pure mill: for New York olty and oth- 


er large- cities will be-, impossible so 
long as tho cities permit the keepers 
of >foul and fetid stores to handle milk 
at retail. The countryman who outers 
one of the ordinary, or extraordinary, 
city milk stores flpds his no«e aB*ailcd 
by nauseating o'd'ors suggestive of all 
sorts, sizes and degrees of filth. Milk 
is exceedingly sensitive to odors, aud 
along .with.the odors it absorbs the 
perms of all1 kinds that feast and fat- 
ten and multiply on the filth that gives 
off the odors. The city physicians and 
health officials should begin at borne 
and prepare to receive pure, clean, nn- 
watcred, unadulterated, unskimmed, 
uuproservatived milt. When they have 
done that, they will find their cause of 
complaint largely reduced. Next they 
should turn their attention to the cars 
in which the milk Is carried from the 
farms to the, cities and to the shipping 
stations that' receive the milk from the 
farms. In these two departments the 
city investigators will find the remain- 
der of the cause of complaint They 
will tben be face to face with the farm 
conditions, and they will be surprised 
to l«.irri that the milk handed over by 
the farmers to the shippers is an en- 
tirely different article from the milk 
that is handed out by the city dealers 
to the city consumers.—New, York 
Farmer.

A few years auo Professor "William 


Roentgen of the University of Amster- 
dam became famcos the world over by 
discovering the X rayi. Since that 
.wonderful discovery the Roentgen ma- 
chine has been brought to the aid of 
various scientific investigations and 
has proved of incalculable benefit in 
modern scientific surgery. 
It now 


seems probnble'that the dairy interests 
are to be beneiited.through the applica- 
tion of X rays to milk.'for the purpose 
ot sterilizing:. It is claimed\the experi- 
ment has been tried with Success and 
that the power ofvthe.X rays to .kill 
bacteria is remarfcSfift.f The time may 
come when tha sterilizing vats -now 
commonly used in creameries will bo 
displaced" by lioentgen machines, and 
every egg packing establishment will 
have one or more of tbeae machines to 
"candle" the eggs. When the kerosene 
lamp displaced'the candle for testing 
eggs, it was considered a vast improve- 
ment, and when, the modern sixteen 
candle Bdlsou light was installed it 
was considered a great-leap forward, 
but if the X rays can,, be successfully 
applied to egg testing • it may make 
electric lights look -sick. Whole cases 
of eggs could be exposed to the ma- 
chine .without removing the contents, 
ns quarter inch wood and strawboard 
fillers could be easily penetrated with 
the rays of light from the Roentgen 
machine.—Creamery Journal. 
To Determine 'Wlen Cremn !• Rlpo. 


The following Is an excellent test for 


determining when cream is sufficiently 
ripe for churning: LKraus paper turns 
red .when exposed to any substance 
that is in the least degree acid and will 
show a blue'color if the substance is 
alkaline. It will cost but a trifle and 
can be obtained of any druggist. Sim-' 
ply Immerse the end of a slip of litmm. 
paper in n. sarople of the cream, and if 
on its withdrawal the color changes to 
a bright red then the cream Is suffi- 
ciently ripe for churning, but otherwise 
t is not ready.—Dairy and Creameryl . 


Te»p«rntnre Tor Cream'. 


Cream should be ripened at .a temper-, 


ature of 70 to 85 degrees F.,. owing to 
:he length of time in ripening and the 
amount of acidity wheu started. The 
texture of the butter depends upon the 
changes of temperature brought about 
during the ripening process. To get 
good, firm texture In butter it is neces- 
sary that the cream be subjected to a 
temperature below 50 degrees F. for 
several hours some time during the 
ripening period. Colorado butter makers 
differ as to the best time to hold cream 
at this low temperature. Some hold 
that it should be cooled Immediately 
after separation to below 50 degrees F. 
and held at this temperature. Others 
claJm that the best plan is to hold the 
cream'at a temperature favorable for 
the growth of lactic acid germs—75 to 
80 degrees F.—until the cream contains 
the required amount of acidity for 
churning and then cool to below CO de- 
grees F. and Hold until ready to be 
churned. 


Salt In Butter. 


Notwithstanding that good authori- 


ties in the dairy claim that salt In but- 
ter is a preservative and while it is 
true that salt Js to some extent an anti- 
septic, it has no appreciable effect as la 
preservative in the quantity in which 
it Is usad in butter. It serves principal- 
ly as flavoring material. The amount

room, and do not stand, in an open 
space, on ice or snow. 


8. Talk only -when you must for the 


old phrase, "gpeech Is silver, silence is 
jjold," holds goqd even In hygiene. 


9. Don't put off your regular bath. 


When the skin Is not kept fresh and 
soft, the cold draws the pores together 
and you are rendered susceptible to 
pulmonary troubles of all kinds. 


10. Don't retire .with cold or wet feet. 


Nothing prevents sleep -with so m'och 
certainty as tae neglect of your pedal 
extremities.

HOTT to Clenn C«t Glum. 


Cut glass should have the greatest 


possible care in handling. A -wooden 
tub should be used for washing, and 
the wSter in which it is cleared should 
never be too warm for- the hands. The 
deeper the cutting tho more liable it is 
to be broken. Cut glass should never 
be left upon stone or marble, and in 
rinsing the water should be' of nearly 
the same temperature as tbat used for 
the washing. 
It- should always be 


drained on a soft towel or :clotn. De- 
canters and water bottles often get dls- 
'colored. but a soft cloth guided' 'by a 
wire, -will gsnerari.r remove 'the' sodi- 
'ment When this'is obstinate, bits of 
pa?er with shot and strong' soapsnds 
will do the . work. Beans are' some-! 
times uaad instead of shot. Glass thai 
is ornamented -with gold should be 
.washed with castile or a good white 
soap— that is. a suds— and .should be 
.-wipcd-as dry as possible. All the fine 
glass should be kept in a closed cab- 
inet and handled very little. A damp , 
place is not advisable for glass, espe- 
cially that -with gold dccoratioos.

large sweet oranges and the grated 
peel of one lemon. Soak a package of 
gelatin In a 'cup 'Of cold water and 
soak until gelatin Is tender; add the 
fruit juice and a cup of granulated 
sugar and pour over these fonrtcups 
of boiling water.

of salt, therefore, to be used in salting 
butter depends upon the taste of those 
who are to eat it. If that taste can' be 
ascertained, as it can In the case of- 
private customers or as regards our-, 
selves, the problem of salting can be 
easily settled. About an ounce to a. 
pound of butter is the quantity of rait 
usually added to butter that is to go 
into tho general market. 
However, 


some butter is salted in double that 
quantity^ but such butter is usually for 
a special trade. A vast deal of butter 
that la made on our farms Is injured 
by poor salt. Nothing but tbe purest 
salt should be used in dairy products, 
and the purity of salt can be readily, 
ascertained. 


Row to ClOJin Bn»lte»: 


The backs and handles' of- ebony 


brushes should be rubbed over -with a 
Tery little boiled linseed oil after wash- 
ing and then rubbed with a sdft duster 
'till every vestige of oil is' removed. 
Special core is needed ln: "cleaning: in- 
itials on ttese, and only very little 
slightly moistened whiting' should be 
hsed, or it IB apt to leave a nasty white 
mark on tha wood which is extremely 
difficult to remove. In brushing the 
whiting off after cleaning be oareful 
not to scratch the ebony, for once 
scratched It is spoiled.

R. W. Clark of Auburn, Ala., says a 


bull tbnt fatteus easily should not be 
fed refuse roughage, as seems to be 
the common practice, but he should 
have food of the best quality in 
amounts suitable to bis condition, 
which Is determined by his flesh and 
activity. His food should, be more or 
less 'succulent and fairly nitrogenous. 
These two qualities In the food, with 
plenty of exercise, will very materially 
reduce the number of slow serving, im- 
potent bulls. Mr. Clark believes'the 
question to be one wholly of food and 
care, which should vary ,wlth different 
animals. 


Take Cure of th» Cnl-re*. 


Take as^jrood care of tha calves as 


you do of-their dams, for they form 
the nurssry of the dairy. A poor, p»t 
bellied calf raised on alo» in a small, 
bare.inclosute; with green ptsturago 
justtoot of reach, Is enough to make 
an honest dairyman weeip,- and yet how.

Incra»«ln(t Vain* of Feed. 


When the farmer preduces the best 


quality of coarse fodders, such as clo- 
yer cor« fodder, oats, hay and prairie 
hny. it will not be necessary to feed aa 
large an amount of grain ae when poor 
fodders are uaed. By good cultivation, 
the use of manures, selection of seed, 
cutting at the right time and properly 
protecting fodders- from bleaching and 
leaching it Is-possible to increase-taelr 
feeding talue 80 ger cent 


Bow to Make Moolc Mince Pie. 
One cupful of rolled breadcrumbs or 


crackers, one cupful of brown sugar, 
one cupful of molasses, one cupful of 
water, one cupful of vinegar, half a 
ponnd of butter or chopped suet, one 
teaspoonful of ground cinnamon, one 
teaspoonf nl of nutmeg, one of salt, one 
cupful of .chopped noised fruits, such 
as raisins, citron, currants and apple. 
Put all together and place over the fire 
and let come to a boil. Bake same as 
other mince pies.

WASHINGTON, May 26—Soon after 


the senate convened today Mr. Gallin- 
ger (N. H.) offered a resolution provid- 
ing that the judiciary committee of the 
senate should 
make nn investigation 


into 
the subject of lynchings in the 


United States with a view of ascertain- 
ing whether there is any remedy for 
them. 


Mr. Gallinger said he Introduced 
the 


resolution in full view of the fact that 
he might he charged with precipitating a 
sectional controversy, but nothing was 
further from his thoughts. 


He said lynchings were not 
confined 


to the south. Horrible cases had oc- 
curred ir. the north and white men as 
well as black had 
been the victims. 


Throughout the country intense interest 
was manifested in the subject. He 
thought it imperative that the judiciary 
committee should take some action 
upon the subject. During the past ten 
years 2,658 lynchings had occurred 
in 


the United States. Of these 121 had oc- 
curred in the south and 14 in the north, 
the- remainder in other parts 
of the 


country. If the strong arm of the law 
could reach out to prevent such occur- 
rences he deemed it desirable that it do 
so. 


He had read the Associated ' Press 


account of the burning or a negro in 
Texas a few days ago. He said history 
did not furnish a more fiendish instance 
erf mob wrath and Fox's book of mar- 
tyrs was tame in comparison. 


The whole wretched business, he said, 


as a disgrace to American manhood and 
in the light of which the alleged atroci- 
ties in the Philippines paled into insig- 
nificance. He apprehended that it would 
be said that the federal government was 
powerless and that the states had exclu- 
sive jurisdiction. 
If so the American 


people desired to know it. Public senti- 
ment should be aroused to prevent such 
inhuman atrocities. 


Mr. Culberson, (Tex.) presented and 


had read an account of a lynching in 
Kansas, saying that he wanted it shown 
that the crime of lynching was confined 
to no state or section. He said he hop- 
ed the New Hampshire senator would 
not single out his state when he wanted 
to bring siich cases before the senate. 
After remarks by Mr. Hoar upon the con- 
stitutional feature of the case the reso- 
lution went over. 


The Philippines bill was then taken up 


and Mr. Patterson (Col.) made a speech 
in opposition to it. 


Mr. Patterson read some extracts from 


editorials in the Denver News since the 
time referred to, dclaring that the most 
"sublimely grand and 
national ' deed," 


which the United States could perform 
would be to extend independence to the 
Philipinos. He urged that Mr. Foraker 
had not ''been candid" iu his quotations 
from the Denver New*. Mr. Foraker re- 
sented the imputation of a lack of fair- 
ness. 


Mr. Foraker said he had presented only 


such editorials from Democratic papers 
as had dealt ably and interestingly with 
the question and, of course, he had no 
intention of reflecting upon the senator 
from Colorado. 


Mr. Patterson declared that additional 


light had been thrown upon the subject 
and editorials had appeared in his paper 
which presents a different phase of the 
matter. These had not been read. In 
justice he read them himself, declaring 
that they were a reflex of the "censored 
telegraphic dispatches" from the Philip- 
pines.

It was turned 
loose and Petersen boldly entered 
the 


enclosure, looked the animal straight in 
the eye. For a moment the beast was 
surprised and backed away and Peter- 
sen yelled back, "I have got him down 
fine." 


He was mistaken, for a, moment later 


the animal charged and Mr. Petersen 
did some tall dodging to get out of the 
way and started for the fence. The bull 
was too quick for him and catching him, 
raised him from the ground and the man 
struck on a rail or board fence and 
rolled on the opposite side to the bull, 
which no doubt saved his life, for 
the 


animal bellowed and was crazy to gore 
the man. 


He was picked up and his ribs were 


found to be fractured, body bruised and 
face cut. Proper cave was given 
him 


and he was taken to Milwaukee and will 
come out all right. 
He said that he 


would have accomplished the feat had 
he not yelled to his companions. When 
he- did that the spell was broken and 
the. bull went after him. Petersen 
claimed that he had easily hypnotized 
many animals, 'butt-bis' was his first at- 
tempt at a bull and the last.

Since Strike_ Wan Declared Severn! Thou- 


sand Hare Departed for Other 


Localities. 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., May 26.—Since the 


inauguration of the strike in the anthra- 
cite coal region there has been a contin- 
uous exodus of mine workers from the 
Schuylkill district. Many of the miners

The following paragraph is taken from 
e postoffice appropriation bill":

fiini for the receipt or delivery of mail 
matter on any rural free delivery'-route,'-' 
or shall break open the same.; ov willful- 
ly or maliciously injure, deface, or- de- 
s'troy- any mail matter deposited therein- 
pi1 .-shg.il willfully take or steal such mat- . 
ter from or out of such letter box'or 
other receptacle, or shall willfuly aid or 
assist in any of the aforementioned of- 
fenses, shall for every such offense, bo 
punished by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment 
for not more than three years. 


This paragraph became effective when

Soon 
after Secretary Hay assumed office Lord 
Pauncefote began the task which 'he 
himself regarded as the greatest accom- 
plishment of his busy life, namely to 
forerer set at rest the question growing 
out of the old Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
and he entered with energy again upon 
negoti»tions, the result of whiph was the 
framing of the Hay-Pauneefoto treaty 
recently ratified. For these valuable ser- 
vices the British government did Lord 
Pauncefote the honor to three times ex- 
tend the term of his service at Wash- 
ington, which would otherwise have 
ceased when he attained the age of. 70 
•years.

CAUSE OF DISASTER UNKNOWN.

One hundred and 
fifty men were estimated to be at work, 
sixteen of whom escaped from No. 3 be- 
fore the cave-in. One 'boy has since died. 
The remainder are prisoners and small 
hopes are entertained for their safety.

ASKS $5.000 FOR INJURIES 


Mrs. Elizabeth Memhard Appears in 


Suit Against City for Injuries 


Sustained in 1898. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 23.—The entire 


northeastern portion of Iowa is half 
submerged, and immense financial losses 
have been sustained. Jesse A. Gregg, of 
St. Panl has returned from the inun- 
dated district and_ reports great de- 
struction of property. It is estimated 
by the people living in the stricken dis- 
trict that between two and four o'clock 
when the cloud burst swept over that 
not less than six inches of water fell. 
The water formed in the tow places 
until all barriers were overflowed and 
then rushed down the creek beds and 
ravines, pouring a great torrent into a 
stream called the Dry Rock, running 
through Decorah and other good sized 
towns in the vicinity. 


The down pour was appalling in its 


volume and tropical in its violence. All 
running streams were out of their banks 
within thirty minutes. Streets became 
impassable and walking was nearly im- 
possible, 'owing to the gale 
of 
wind 


which accompanied the storms. The sit- 
uation for three hours was one of great 
peril to every one, but so far as Mr. 
Gregg learned, only two lives were lost. 
A mother, aroused by the encroachment 
of the waters tinto the house, leaped 
from her bed in the dark with her child 
in her arms, and apparently went'out 
doors. The child screamed aad managed 
to free itself from its mother's arms and 
fell into the water. 
In the darkness 


the mother was unable to locate the lit- 
tle one, who was drowned. A large egg 
warehouse was swept away and an old 
man droned.

REMEDYING I>EPECTS IN THE 
LAW. 


In view of the constantly arising ob-, 


jection coming from the railroads on one 
aide and the shipping public on the other 
to the present very unsatisfactory oper- 
ations of the Inter State Commerce Com- 
mission attention has been drawn to the 
subject and suggestions are arising from 
various sources to remedy the trouble. 
No one questions the present generally 
powerless condition of the committee, 
that is of the power of the committee 
to enforce their decisions; no one ques- 
tion the many violations of the law by 
various railroads especially in the mat- 
ter of freight rebates, and that those 
violations have not always by any means 
been caused by the willingness of roads 
but more because of being forced to do 
so by powerful combinations, is 
now 


quite equally certain. 


If a means could be 
found 
by 
or 


through the power of the general gov- 
ernment to insure beyond any question 
perfect equality of freight rates with no 
rebates possible, doubtless the railroads 
would be only well pleased but when 
this will be done is the question. 


To give the commission 9^0!ufe pow- 


er to enforce any decision: is dpr--- ' *av- 
oring too much of the d'k4stoi 
; to 


breed trouble later on. Yet not to give 
the commission ample powers fe to make 
futile as hitherto any and every decis- 
ion. 
The remedy for violations, for in- 


justice to shippers by some, is for the 
individual shipper or corporation when 
right or le.w is violated to promptly sue. 
But this costs money and as against a 
powerful trust or combination with all 
the many and numberless tricks of the 
law and technicalitias and methods of de- 
laying cases, it means almost ruin to the 
shipper. The commission is supposed to 
do this, but what a mess has been made 
of it, is clearly seen by every intelfigent 
citizen. But an idea has been advanc- 
ed. 


This plan is that the commission be 


empowered to consider at once the com- 
plaint submitted by any shipper or firm 
or corporation presuming some form of 
proper ei-idence will be forthcoming to 
at least substantiate the complaint, and 
give it some form and substance, 
and 


upon this to at once commence proceed- 
ings against the offending railroad or 
trust in the name of the government 
and at the expense of the government 
in behalf of the 
complaining shipper, 


This will then do away with the ogre 
of expense on thfc part of the citizen and 
compel the commission to institute at 
once suit for relief and damages if dani- 
.ages are sought. The commission will be 
of itself resorting to the courts, 
only 


that cases will no longer be confined to 
the pleasure of- the commission and the 
courts will decide if the laws have been 
violated. It has been suggested that a 
special court; be created or set apart for 
this purpose, and with railroad or trans- 
portation cases having invariably 
the 


right of way. Or in brief the plan de- 
vised would enable any aggrieved citi- 
zen firm or corporation to instantly com- 
mence suit through the Inter State Com- 
merce commission for redress and 
the 


government would 
pay all legal ex- 


penses. As the decisions would not come 
arbitrarily but through regularly estab- 
lished court or courts assuredly no one 
could make complaint of not 
securing 


a fair and just hearing, nor could the 
decision be questioned after once being 
made. 
, 


WHITBHEAD'S SEVENTH 


The seventh letter of Senator Whito- 


head deals more with the principle of 
the direct vote as called for by 'the 
Stevans bill. He reminds the voters that 


all candidates elected upon judicial, vil- 
lage, township, school district, 
or at 


elections to fill vacancies were to be-ex- 
empted, while all other elective offices 
were to be chosen by the direct vote. 
This had long been and is-now the cus- 
tom generally and tlie people in so doing 
very often made their choice on a non-- 
partisan basis. The judiciary, by com- 
mon consent seems, to 
be 
withdrawn 


from partisan methods of choice and so 
was exempted with the minor 
officials 


from the operation of the law. 


If there had been demanded 
on one 


hand says the senator* any better way 
of conducting town and village elections 
or on the other of adopting this practice 
in the larger political field, experience 
would have doubtless suggested the way 
and manner. But such -was not the ease 
and no way had been found. 
The bill 


introduced in presumed conformity 
to 


the plank was no such measure as gave 
the people justice and freedom of choice, 
and it was so cumbersome, intricate, ar- 
bitrary in its main provisions, as well as 
difficult to understand, and 
expensive, 


says the senator, that it was "to my 
mind proof conclusive that in the past 
the people had indeed -been guided by 
their experience and that their political 
methods had been wiser, better suited 
to their needs, and 
more 
practicable 


than the proposed 
new 
and 
untried 


methods.of the Stevens bill." 


The Stevens bill did not leave either 


the voter in the city or the voter in the 
village and town with the liberty; it 
found him. The town and village voter 
had left to him his minor offices, but as 
to the others, they were placed -upon 
same plane with the city voter. 
The 


city voter had his liberty of nominating 
his minor officers taken away and in this 
respect was worse off than before. 


While the senator does not so far say 


so, there arc many who believed from 
the first start of this primary business 
that the law should apply everywhere 
and to every sort and description of an 
dffice.

to choose by the 'primary election' for-

TtEVIVIXG HISTORY. 
. 


In reviving the history of Cuba the 


story of the Virginius masacre in 1873 
comes in still fresh in the memory of 
some old time Americans who have re- 
ligiously believed the first duty of our 
government is the proper protection of 
American citizens on any and every oc- 
casion, something however, our history 
shows we do very little of. This Virgin- 
ius was a vessel charged with .trying to 
reach the Cuban revolutionists with help 
and war material and was c.aptu'rc.cl. off 
the Cuban coast.

reached Cuba, for the Virginius was cap- 
tured by ^,hc Spanish gun boat Tornado 
and taken to Santiago de Cuba, as a pi- 
rate craft. The American flag was haul- 
ed down and trampled upon by 
the 


Spanish sailors. 


Captain Fry and fifty-three of 
his 


men were tried by court-martial, eon- 
demiied and executed against the pro- 
test pf the United States Consul. Nine- 
ty-three others, also .condemned 'to die 
were saved by the timely interference of. 
of the British cruiser Niobe, commanded 
by Sir Lampton Loraine. He steamed 
at full speed from Jamaica, and arrive 
ed at Santiago too late, to save Captain 
Fry and the fifty-three already executed. 
He threatened to bombard the city un- 
less the remaining ninety-three were 
saved. His threat was effective. 


The facts arc not disputed that the 


British government thus saved the lives 
of ninety-three Americans who otherwise 
would have gone to death, our govern- 
ment utterly unable or unwilling to pro- 
tect them. 


Later on our government' did arouse 


itself to ask for explanations with the 
result the Virginius was turned over to 
us and a government steamer took it 
in tow for New York. 
On the way a 


storm arose and the Virginius went to 
the bottom which probably best satis- 
fied all parties. 


It is the fact stated today that in Cen- 


tral America or South America when an 
American citizen has trouble, he goes to 
the nearest English consul for help or 
protection, as he understands the Ameri- 
can minister or consul will write about 
it home or think it over. But the Eng- 
lish man acts and his 'protection takes 
instant effect'and therefore everywhere 
in alt the world an American citizen al- 
ways feels at perfect liberty to seek 
help and protection from 
the 
English 


consuls when required. Mexico is today 
imprisoning our citizens for one thing 
and another with seeming impunity and 
will continue to, so long as we don't 
care.

a year and handles very nearly a billion 
of dollars each year. He has no commis- 
sions of any sort, and has no perquisites 
of any kind whatever.

dle but a tithe of this vast amount, with 
all their clerical help paid for, get salar- 
ies of many thousands out of the fees 
and stipulated salaries paid. The treas- 
urer 'of Cook County Illinois has been

To Keep a Cow From Kicking.

I began testing her Aug. 1-1, and in 


seven days she gave 288% pounds of 
milk, which was separated aad pro- 
duced 14 pounds 346 ounces of butter, 
at one ounce salt per pound, and work- 
eel ready for my private butter trade. 
She was fed four pounds bran and four 
pounds Buffalo gluten daily. A dry 
pasture and corn fodder made up.her 
ration. 
Her actual weight is 1,040 


pounds. During the month of August 
she gave 1,030% pounds of milk. Tak- 
ing her week's test as a standard this 
would make a l-lttle over 58 pounds.of 
butter in the month. 


1 J~\ 
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Creamery 
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Pure milk for New York city and oth- 


er large cities will be^ impossible so 
long as the cities permit the keepers 
of feul and fetid stores to handle milk 
at retail. The countryman who enters 
one of the ordinary, or extraordinary, 
city milk stores finds his nose assailed 
by nauseating odors suggestive of all 
sorts, sizes and degrees of filth. Milk 
is exceedingly sensitive to odors, and 
along with , the odors It absorbs the 
germs of air kinds that feast and fat- 
ten and. multiply on the filth that gives 
off the odors. The city physicians and 
health officials should begin at home 
and prepare to receive pure, clean, Tin- 
watered, unadulterated, unskimmed, 
unpreservatived milk. When they have 
done that, they will find their cause of 
complaint largely reduced. Nest they 
should turn their attention to the cars 
in which the milk is carried from the 
farms to the, cities and to the shipping 
stations that receive the milk from the 
farms. In these twj(> departments the 
city Investigators will find the remain- 
der of the cause of complaint. They 
will then be face to face with the farm 
conditions, and they will be surprised 
to learn that tbe mdlk handed over by 
the farmers to the shippers is an en- 
tirely different article from the milk 
that is handed out by the city dealers 
to the city consumers.—New, York 
Farmer.

The Right-Way and the Wr«««r. 
All whojwejfe so fortunate as to hear 


Professor Bills' address before ttfe 
Pennsylvania Dairy union at York ear- 
ly last December will remember that 
he jeferred to one section In Vermont 
where the average butter production 
per cow. for a yea'r was ninety-two 
pounds. In another part of the state 
the average production per cow fer a 
year was 292* pounds, a difference In 
the two flections of 200epounds of but- 
ter per cow. The. one lot of cows was 
poorly bred, ill'cared for and badly 
ffcd. 
The other lot was made up of 


better individuals and handled in a 
businesslike manner. 


A few years ago Professor William 


Roentgen of the University of Amster- 
dam became famous the world over by 
discovering the X rays. Since that 
.wonderful discovery the Roentgen ma- 
chine has been brought to the aid of 
various scientific investigations and 
has proved of incalculable beneilt la 
modern scientific surgery. 
It now 


seems probable'that tbe dairy Interests 
are to be beneiited-.tliFough the applica- 
tion of X rays to nailktfor the purpose 
of sterilizing:. It Is claimeoxthe experi- 
ment has been tried with success and 
that the power of^J^e.X rays to kill 
bacteria is remarb^rafe.^Tfae erne may 
come when the sterilising vats > now 
commonly used in creameries vrtll be 
displaced by Roentgen machines, and 
every egg packing establishment will 
have one or more of these machines to 
"candle" the eggs. When the kerosene 
lamp displaced the candle for testing 
eggs, It was considered a vast improve- 
ment, and when the modern sixteen 
candle Edison light was instajled it 
was considered "a great-leap forward, 
but if the X rays can,, be successfully 
applied to egg testing it may make 
electric lights look afck. Whole cases 
of eggs could be exposed to the ma- 
chine without removing the contents, 
as quarter inch wood and strawboard 
fillers could be easily penetrated with 
the rays of light from the Roentgen 
machine.—Creamery Journal. 
.To Determine When Cirenm !• Rlp«. 


The foliowing is an excellent test for 


determining when cream is sufficiently 
ripe for churning: Litmus paper turns 
red when exposed to any substance 
that is in the Jeast degree acid and will 
show a blue color if the subatance is 
alkaline. It will cost but a trifle and 
can be obtained of any drug-gist. Sim- 
ply immerse the end of a slip of litmuar 
paper in a sample of the cream, and if 
on its \ritlidrawal the color changes to 
a bright red then the cream is suffi- 
ciently ripe for churning, but otherwise 
it is not ready.—Dairy and Creameryl 


Temperature f«r Cream. 
i 


Cream should be ripened at a temper-; 


ature of 70 to 85 degrees F., owing to 
the lengrth of time in ripening and the 
amount of acidity when started. The 
texture of the butter depends upon tbe 
changes of temperature brought about 
during the ripening process. To get 
good, firm texture in butter it is neces- 
sary that the cream be subjected to a 
temperature below 50 degrees F. for 
several hours some time during the 
ripening period. Colorado butter makers 
differ as to the best time to hold cream 
at this low temperature. 
Some hold 


that it should be cooled Immediately 
after separation to below 50 degrees F. 
and held at this temperature. Others 
claim that the best plan is to bold the 
cream "at a temperature favorable for 
the growth of lactic acid germs—75 to 
80 degrees F.—until the cream contains 
the required amount of acidity for 
churning and then cool to below 50 de- 
grees F. and hold until ready to be 
churned. 


Salt In Butter. 


Notwithstanding that good authori- 


ties in the dairy claim that salt in but- 
ter is a preservative and while it is 
true that salt, is to some extent an anti- 
eeptic, it has no appreciable effect as;a 
preservative in the quantity in which 
it is ussd in butter. It serves principal- 
ly as flavoring material. The amount 
of salt, therefore, to be used in salting 
butter depends upon the taste of thoSe 
who are to eat it. If that tante can tie 
ascertained, as it can in the case of 
private customers or as regards our- 
selves, the problem of salting can be 
easily settled. About an ounce to a 
pound of butter Is the quantity of rait 
usmally added to butter that is to go 
into the general market. However, 
some butter is salted in double that 
quantity, but such butter is usually for 
a special trade. A vast deal of butter 
that is made on our farms IB injured 
by poor salt. Nothing but the purest 
salt should be used in dairy products, 
and the purity of salt can be readily 
ascertained. 


Feeding: m Bull. 


R. W. Clark of Auburn, Ala., says a 


bull that fattens easily should not be 
fed refuse roughage, as seems to be 
the common practice, but he should 
have food of the best quality in 
amounts suitable to bis condition, 
which is determined by his flesh and 
activity.. His food should be more or 
less succulent and fairly nitrogenous. 
These two qualities in the food, with 
plenty of exercise, will very materially 
reduce the number of slow serving, im- 
potent bulls. Mr, Clark believes the 
question to be one wholly of food and 
care, which- should vary twith different 
animals. 


Take Care'of'th» Cal*en. 


Take aa^good care of the calves as 


you do of;thelr dams, for they form 
the nursery of the dairy. A poor, pat 
bellied calf raised on slop in a small, 
bare. inclosuTe; with green pasturage 
justfont of reach, is enough to make 
an honest dairyman •we«ip>' and yet how. 
many such do we ace! Is it any won- 
der that the land Is full of "common" 
cows? They would be uncommon ones 
indeed if they could evolve from such 
infancy into rebuilt, profitable animals. 


Increasing Valw* ot Feed. 


When the farmer praduces the best 


quality of coarse fodders, such as clo- 
ver, cora fodder, oats, hay and prairie 
hay, it will not be necessary to feed aa 
large an amount of grain ae when poor 
fodders are used. By good cultivation, 
the use of manures, selection of need, 
cutting at the right time and properly 
protecting fodders from bleaching and 
leaching it is possible to increase .their 
feeding value 80 per cent 
. 


TO KEEP WELL. 


Tea Good Rule* For itlte I*r«»erxn-

New York Journal, hare been compiled 
by a committee of eminent -physicians 
as the best to follow for the preserva- 
tion of health: 


1. Don't leave your rooms in the,

5. Never place yonr back near a heat- 


ed oven nor against a .'wall, .warm or 
cold. 


6. Doa't stand before an open , [win- 


dow in a railway carriage, nor .take, a 
drive in an open carriage after violent 
physical exercise. 


7. Don't remain motionless in a cold 


room, and do not stand, in an open 
space, on ice or enow. 


8. Talk only when you must, for the 


old phrase, "gpeech is silver, silence is 
jfold," holds go<|d even in hygiene. 


9. Don't put off .your regular bath. 


When the skin ia 'not kept fresh and 
soft, the cold draws the pores together 
and you are rendered susceptible to 
pulmonary troubles of all kinds. 


10. Don't retire , with cold or wet feet. 


Nothing prevents sleep with so ranch 
certainty as the neglect of yonr pedal 
extremities, 


HOTT to Clenn Cat 


Cat glass should have the greatest 


possible care in handling. A wooden 
tub should be used for washing, aud 
the wSter in which it is cleared should 
never be too warm for- the hands. The 
deeper the cutting the more liable it is 
to be broken. Cut glass should never 
be left upon stone or marble, and in 
rinsing the water should bV'of nearly 
the same temperature as that uised for 
the washing. 
It-should always rbe 


1 drained on a soft towel or-cloffi.- De- 
canters and water bottles of ten get dis-. 
colored,, but a soft cloth guided1 by a 
wire, will gjnera'fiy remove 'f he sedi- 


fment. When this is obstinate, oits of 
paper with shot and strong^ soapsuds 
will do the work. 
Eleans are' some- 


'times used instead of shot Glass that 
is ornamented with gold shonid be 
washed with castile or a good white 
soap—that is, a suds—and .should be 
wiped-as dry aa possible. All the flue 
glass should be kept in a closed cab- 
inet and handled very little, A damp 
place is not advisable for glass, espe- 
cially that with gold decorations.. 


HOTT to ntoJ;e Orange Snow. 


Take the strained juice of three 


large sweet oranges and the grated 
peel of one lemon. Soak a package of 
gelatin in a ]cup: of cold water and 
soak until gelatin is tender; add the 
fruit juice and a cup of granulated 
sugar and pour over these four j cups 
of boiling water. Stand over hot water 
and stir until clear.

thin muslin, and when quite cold whip 
into it the beaten whites of four eggs 
until the mixture is a beautiful white 
sponge.

The backs and handles' of; ebony 


brushes should be rubbed 'oyijr with a 
Very little boiled linseed oil after wash- 
ing and then robbed with a'ed^t duster 
till every vestige of oil is TCnVoved.
